With the Amarioaa VVireaa on the 

Lorraine Ftant. September I. — Two 
lone Amortcaa priwates prowling be- 
hind tho German line in Aiaace on vol- 
untary patrol work forced a whole 
company of danaans to evacuate a 
mountain village nearly three mllea ba 
hind the ilneo fbr more than alz houra. 

Meveral iaya ago two prlvalea— 
Jonea and Bonrke are their namew — 
aaked permlualon to go on a patrol. 
They, left ear lines at aunaet. made 
their way eaally acroea No Man'a lAnd 
and entered a ravine between two 
mountain poHta held by the enemy. 

Unoe they approached within a few 
yarda o( tha Gorman outpoata, but they 
ekirted It and continued on their Way 
throuith the valley, makInK rapid pro- 
BreMH. Seeing; luiii,- of the enemy pa- 
trols, they made their way two and 
a halt mllea behind tha Gorman linaa, 
witen auddenly they found themselvrfi 
In the outskirts of a village.

U14 Tbejr cen- 
tered their Are on the prieoo, the hoa- 
plul. and the ratlwa|> atatloo. They 
entered the town at foifr o'clock In the 
afternoon of Aagnn 28. During tbe 
flmt twen;y-four boura. they behaved 
tlleiiiselve-t. hut oil ihe L'lth they tieican ' 
flrini; nt luiM'iie they plvaaed, and vet 
fire to .iirr. r. Ill hooeoa on Ave of tbe 

prlnripal ^.quureft. ' 

Thi n lliey ordered every one to leaTe I 
Ilia house, and thoae who did not were 
ahot. The oti,era, aboat four hundred I 
4n all. ware drawn up In front of the 
i«bvreh. daoo la tbo river bank. Tba 
iMglan aald bo eoold aover forget bow 
i^ti all looked. 

"I ran remember ioat bow It wna," 
aie aald. "^ere were al|bt men, whom 
I knew very well, atandlng In a row 
with neveral prteat& Next came two 
Rood friends of mine named Balbaa 
and (•wlllaumc, vrlth Balban'a aeven- 
teen yeniMild eon J then two men who 
had taken refuge In a bom and had 
been dlaoovorad and blinded; tbao two 
•other OM wboin I had narar ooan bo- 

It waa nwtni to oao tbo way tbo 
women wore crylnr— 'Shoot mo too. 
'tiboot mo with my buiband." 

The men were lined np on the edge 

•of the hollow, which mna from the 
high road.to the bottom of the village. 
One of them waa leaning on the ahoul- 
dere of an old prieat and be waa cry- 
inR, 'I am too yonn^I cant Cnoe 
death bravely.' 

"I couldn't Hear tlie elclit any lonB'jr. 
I turned my back to the road and cov- 
ered my eyea. I beard the volley and 
the bodlea falling. Then aome one 
cried, Xook, tbey'io aU down.' But • 
ifow eoeaped." 

TUa Belgian bad eiieaped by bldlnf 
•^e could not remember bow many 
daye— In sa old cart fl|led With manure 
and mbbhih. He had ebew^ old hidea 
fop-tood. had awam acroaa the river, 
and hid lo a mad bank for almoat • 
week longiir, and flnnlly irot to France. 

He took It very hiinl when we talked 
about DIzinnde, and I told him tlmt 
the old church was Just Hhgt to ptecex 
ile n.sked iihout a painting called tke 
"Adonitliin of the MbkI," and one of 
tlie other pi-lHoiiers told us It hnd been 
etived mid truiispurted lo (Jermiiny. If 
tliut la true, und tliuy do not deKtroy 
It meanwhile, we will get It ba^, don't 
worry! 

My wound waa just a dean gunahot 
wdttnd and not very aeriouM, so, al* 
thodgh It waa not completely healed, 
they let me go ofter three weeka. But 
before I went, I aaw aometblug that 
no hrnn of ua will ever forget Some 
of llii'in Iniilt vov.s Just like the men 
<if the leK'inii I lime i Jil aliout. 

One of Uio putlenia waa a Qerman 
<loctor, who bad been picked np In No 
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Mj,-.- i.nri-. very xenoutiy enkubdeX 
III' WW* kIm'U iIju Huiue treatment aa 
iinv i.r iih. iliiit la, tli« very lient, hut 
lliiiill.v, til,' doi tora K«ve blin up. They 
Iboiiulit lie would die alowly, and that 
It mlKht tuke Hevernl weeka. 

Bat ehere waa a name thero, who 
took epeclal Intereet In bla cnae, and 
ahv atayad np day and ptgbt for aome 
time and finally brongtit blm tbro.i, 
The caae waa eery well known, ai 4 
everybody aald aho bad performed a 
miracle. He not better tlowly. 

Tben k few weekf later, when be 
w:iA out of danger and vfU able to 
< nik, and It waa only a qneetion of 
•lino before he would be releaned from 
lie hoNpltnl, thia nnr«e wns frana- 
ferred to another hoapltnl. RTerylMM;y 
I 'I' w 111 r mill Ukefl her. and when alie 
Ueiit aroiiiiil lo Hiiy Kood by. all thu 
men were i.orry hihI niive her little 
ureKentfi. mid wnuK-d her to write to 
Ihrin. She waa goWiK to Ret a nur'-o 
ahu knew lo the other boiipltal to Kim 
ber lotten Into BngUab, ao that Aa 
conld write to me. I gave ber a ring 
I had made from a piece of abell caaa^ 
bat I gveaa abo bad bondreda of tb«iai 
atjbat. 

But ihia Oerman doctor woold not 

aay good-by to ber. That would not 
have made me core, but It made tbia 
Frenrh girl feel very bad. and ahe be- 
gan to cry. One of the French offlcera 
naw her and found out nbout the doc- 
tor, and the olTk-er went up and apoke 
to the Oennan. Then the Trench of- 
ficer left, and the Ueriuan called to 
the nuTHe und Hhe went over to him 
and Mopped crying. 

They talked for a little while, and 
then xho iHit out ber handa aa If ahe 
waa iriiliik; lo leave. He put out bla 
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CHAPTER X. 
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And Then Ho Twtated Her Wriala and 



handa, too. and took bold of bera. And 
then be twiated her wrUta and broke 
them. We beard the anap. 

Tharo wore man la that ward whor 
bad not been on foot alnoa the day 
they came to the hoapltal, and one of 
them waa aappoeed to be dying, bat It 
la an abaoluto fact that when we beard 
ber acream, there waa not a man left 
hi bed. 

I need not tell you what we did to 
the Qermun. They did not neeifl to 
ahoot niiu, lifter we got through with 
him. They did Nhoot what waa left of 
blm. to make aure, though. 

Now, I have heard people aay that 
It la not the Oeminna we are flghtlng, 
bnt the kalaer and hie system. Well, 
It may be true that some of the Boche 
■oldlera would not do thaae thlnga If 
they did not turn to: nyaolt I am not 
ao aurei. ' 

Bnt yon take thia doctor. Here he 
was, an educated man, who had been 
trained all his life to help people who 
were In pain, and not to cauae It And 
he wna not where he would have to 
obey the kal.wr or »ny other <',ennan. 
And this nurae hnd saved Ills life. 

So I do not see that there la nny 
arsnment about It. lie broke that 
girl's wrists because he wanted to; 
that U all there la to It Now, I aay 
thla German doctor waa a dirty car 
and a scoundreL Bnt I aay that he is 
a fair aample of most of the Germans 
I have met And It Is Germane of this 
kind that we are flgbtinf— not merely 
the kalaer. 

It la like folnt to college. I have 
never been there^ bnt I have heard 
some peoi>le aay It did not do a man 
any good *to go. Bnt I have never 
heard a man who went there say tlmt. 
I'robably you have not been over there, 
and mnybe you llil-,!-: we are not flRht 
Ing tbe German people, but only thr 
kaJcst and bla ftibkaya.

Aftar I waa (^(acharged from tbe ba» 
pital, I waa ordMed to report to aaf 
ship at Brekt for sea doty. 

Tbe boya abraid the Caasard 
me a hearty walopoe, aapedally 
ray, who had come back after two 
weeka In the trendiealat IHgmude. I 
waa glad to see them, too, te* after all, 
they were garhlea, and I always feel 
more at home with them than with aol- 
dlers. Then, It was pretty ruuirh Htuff 
at nixuiude, and after resting' up ut 
the hospital, I was keen on guUiK to 
aea aKaln. 

The t'liMard waa In dry dock for re- 
pairs after her Inat voyage to the I>ar- 
danelles as convoy to the troopship 
Ouplelx. Bverythlne waa being mahed 
to get her ont aa wxm aa poaalble, and 
crewB were working day aiMl night. 
There were Other alilpa. thoN' tOOr^u- 
perdreadncngbta, and dreadnangbts, 
and battleahlpe. and armored cmlsers, 
all being overbunlad. 

We received BOd placed guns of 
newer aesl;;n. filled the maRRZtnea with 
the highest explosives known to naval 
U'.e. and (fenerMlly iiunle ready fur a 
hurd Jolt. Our magazines were fliled 
with shells for our big 12 and 14-Inch 
guns. A 14-Inch shell can tear a hole 
through the heaviest armor plate at 
J-'.f"*) yanla, and will do more damage 
t'lan you would think. 

When we .bad coaled and had got 
otir atores aboard, we dressed for ac- 
tion — or rather, undressed. The deck? 
Were ?leRr; hatch covers bolnil nno 
duvlts folded down ; furniture, clients 
tables, fliuirs were 'lent ashore, and In- 
flanitiiaiile Rear, like onr rope hiiiii- 
tiiocks, went overboard. Yon couli! 
not And a alnele wooden chair or tublt 

la tbo ward room. 

Whan tiw ihlp is cleared for action, 
a ahell bnratlng inalde cannot find 
much to aet afire, and If one bnrsta on 
dtH-k, there la nothing to btm but the 
wooden deck, and that la covered with 
ateel plate. 

Finally, we bad roll call— all mec 
preaent Then we set sail for the 
Dardanelles aa eecort to the Dnpleiz, 
which had on board territorial and 
provincial Frenrh troope— Gascons 
Parliilunt, Normans, Indo-Chinese 
Spahls. TurcoH— all kinda. When w. 
ineNsed, we had to squat down on th( 
ateel mess deck and eat from metal 
platee. 

Tbera had been a noMce posted b» 
fore we left that the Zeppelins had be 
gun eea raida, and we kOpt a >ve eye 
ont (o^ tkem. The newt proved to be 
a fake, though, and we did not see a 
aingte cigar while we Were out . 

We made the trip to tbe PordanMldi 
without alghdng an enemy craft 
Ing In close touch with the Dnplelx, 
and busy every minute preparing foi 
fcBoi 

1 was made gun captain and giveS 

ctinrpe of the starboard bow turret, 
mounting two 14-Inch guns. I bad my 
men at gun practice dally, and by tfi' 
> liiiii- we iieared the Dardanelles, after 
I flj'J Jny». they wore In pretty fait 
j shnpt^ "mirn.^^ 

It WHS abnij< S a. m. when We drew 
near Ciipe Melles ;iiid to<ik stations 
for action. The Dui'Uii; .Aas In front 
of us. Tbe batti rl. s on lliP capo 
opened up on us, uud In a iiV ^ 
tites later thoae at Kuni 9aleb J<^( 
in. 

Aa the Duplelx made for "T" beacB 
dUd prepared to land ber troope. we 
swung broadside on, raking their bat- 
teries as we did ao, and received a 

shell, which entered through a gun 
Iiort In the after turret nod exploded. 
Some baifs of powder stored there 

(where thi y slioiilil never have been) 
were fired and the roof of the turret 
WHS Just lifted off. It landed on deck, 
tllti-d up aKnln.it the aide of the tur- 
ret 

On deck the' mln of fire wag simply 
terrific. Steel flew In aU directions. 
It was amaah. crash, alsm-bang all 
the ttmob and I do not mind aaylng I 
never tbooght w* wonid eooo out 
of It 

Some ef the heaey armor plate np 
forward waa shot away and after that 
tbe old Caaaard looked more like a 
monitor than anything else to me. As 
we drew nearer the shore they began < 
using shrapnel on us and In no time I 
at all our funnels were ahot rtill of ' 
boles and a sieve was watertight com- ' 
pared to them. 

Naturally we were not Just taking 
all thla punishment without any come- 
back. Our guns were ot It fast and 
from the way the fire elaAened In 
certain placea we knew we were mak- 
ing It eSectlTa. Uy gtms did for tvro 
enemy piecea that I know ot and per- 
haps aeveral otbara. 

The French gartilea were a good 
deal more excited In action than I 
tbongbt-' tfaey would be. They were 
dodging aronnd below decks, trying 
to miss the ebrapnel that came 
aboard, shouting, swenring, singing — 
but flghtlng hard, at that lliey stood 
tbe gaff Just as well as any other 
garbles would, only In their own 
sweet way — which Is noisy enoogh, 
believe mei 

One of our seaman was hit 130 
tlmea by fragmenta of ahiapnel, ao 
yon can aee what they were op 
agalnat In the dodctng Una. A gun 
torret In action Is not exactly tbe 
best place on earth for a nervotw 
man nor one who Ilkea bla comfort 
There la an awful lot of heat and 
noise and BincU and work, all the 
time In h tlctitlnK gun turret. But 
during an onKiiKiiii -nt I would rather 
be In n gun turret every time than 
between dcck.^. At that. If anything 
does happen In a turret— It la good 
night anre tor aU. and no laln ehecka 
needed.' 

One of onr Jtmlor Uentennnts was 
stmck by a fragme n t ot shell as he 
waa at his station behind the wheel- 
bgpae and a ^ece of hia akoU T«a 



driven Into his brain. Be was car- 
ried Into my gun turret, but he 
would not let tbem take blm to sick 
bay to have bis wound dressed. There 
be sat asking every now and then 
how the fight waa going and then sort 
or doamt 08 for a whttab 
Mt«- half an how «r a^oa we nt 

about and atarted away, still tiring. 
Aa a partlnf; slup on tbe buck the 
Tnrica tore olT one of our big-gun tur- 
reta, and then away we went l>aek to 
Rreat with a casualty list of only 18. 
We did not have mnch trouble gueaa- 
Ing that It was dry dock for na again. 

We got back to Brest after a quiet 
voyage, patching ourselves up where 
we could on the way, and again thero 
waa the rush work, day and night 
to get Into shape and do It over again. 
They turned ua out In 12 ilnys and 
back we ui iit to the Turks and their 
Hun ns-isi:ims. 

We were lucky gettin;; Inshore, only 

recelvln;( a iinsty smash astern, when 
the Turks got our range and landed 
two peaches l>efore we got Mit We 
nearly tore oar rodder oft getting 
away. But we hod to come buck right 
awn.v, bcciiii-" ■ tn'l currii-d quite 
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^ a number of heavy guns from Breat 
j and were given thu Job of running 
j them ashore. It was day and night 
I work and a great job for fun, because, 
' while yttu never knew when yon 
I would get It you had good reason to 
' feel you would ;umm«J by a cute 
little sheU or a dalniy bit of ahrap- 
n<d before tbe Job waa ov«r. 
° Aboard ship it vraa deck work, of 
course, and It was not much better 
thejjj J^itj fijWj^ wlt^ iliS_£'""' 5$" 
I cause the raelif" troicheT'vrei!? near 
' the abori aiid thry amused them- 
' Helves trying to (il L Da off whenever 
I w e showed on dec I guess we were 
a regular shooting gallery for them, 
and some of ocr inen thought they 
did not need all the practice Uiey 
were getting, for quite a few of ne 
' acted as bull's eyes. 
' Jlljt we did not mind the buJlet.s bo 
I much. Chey niiike a clenn wound or 
: put you away entirely; shrapnel 
tears you up and can play all kinds 
of tricks with viirious parts gf your 
body without killing you. Aa fof 
shells — well, mldiemeat Is the word, 
I The Narrows were thick with mines 
I and there had been a great deal of 
' damage done there, so after a while 
the British detailed their Yannonth 
trawlera to go In and sweep up. They 
, bad to go np unprotected, of coarse, 
• and they atatted off one night all 
aerena. 

Kvarythloc went well natll thay 
turned at the Narrowa and atarted 
back. Then, before yon could tell It 
live or alx searcblighta were playing 
on one of <he trawlera and shells 
were splashing the water all over her, 
Both banks were simply banging away 
point blank at them and I never 
thought they would get bnck. 

They did get back, though, but 
some of them had banlly enough men 
left to work ship. But that Is like 
the Mmeya. They will get back from 
anywhere while there la one man 
alive. 

A chap aboard one of the trawlera 
said a ahell went through the wheel- 
houae between tbe quartermaster and 
himself and all the Q. M. aald waa^ 
•Gaw blimey, that tickled." 

"Bnt I know their ehooting waa 
very bad,* sold the other chap to me. 
"TttDse Turks most have thought the 
flue was behind them.* 

Ctomlng back from tbe Dardanellea 
a gold stripe sent for me and aaked 
ine whether I thought there were 
other ex-navy gunners In the States 
lhjit» would serve with the French. 
I told them the country was full of 
good gunners and he wanted me to 
write to all I knew and get them to 
come over. He did not mean by this, 
and neither do I, that there were not 
good gannera In the Franch imvy, be- 
cauae there were— lota of tbem. Bat 
yon can never have too maiiy bandy 
boys with the guns and he waa eery 
anxloas for me to get all X conld. I 
hnd .no way of teadiing tho ex-gartiles 
I did know, ao I had to pass up this 
opportunity to recruit by mall.

stay aboard. I showed the com- 
mander my . passport and talked to 
him for a while, and he said he 
would take me on their practice 
cruise two daya later If the Old Hon 
gave me written permission. 

So I hot-footed It back to the Ckm- 
sard and while I did imt promise that 
I would fet any American gnnnera for 
blm in arrhan— for tho wilttaa pa^ 
mission, he waa free to think that if 
be wanted to. It aeema aa tbongh he 
did take It that way. for he gave me 
a note to the sub commander and aent 
him aiwtber note by n)easenger. I 
wanted Hnrray to go too, bnt the Old 
Man said one was enoagh. 

So, two days later, I went aboard 
In the morning and hml bn-nkfast 
with tlip sub crew and a eood brenk- 
fast It was. too^ After breakfast tlo y 
took stations und the coiiiiimnibT went 
up on the structure amidships, which 
was Just under the conning tower, and 
I squatted down on the dec|c beneath 
the structnre.

today described his experiences while 
a captive and hia flight to neutral ter- 
ritory, which waa aoeoraplMMd thru 
evading his guarda on a train; The 
ku.^k; k\i.s taking a nap at the time. 

Hitchcock was toroad to walk mora 
than a hundred mllw*. Thia he did In 
eight eonaecutlva nighta, hiding during 
the daytime. He lived on the food he 
had saved from his meagre ration.t in 
the prison camp. He waa entirely Ig 
norant of the country through which 
he paaaed, but guided himaalt by a 
small pocket compass. On the eighth 
(Ijiy of hia tr.inip ii*' found himself In 
a small village. lie Imiulred of i 
small girl whether he waa |n Bwitxer' 
land andbelng told that ha waa, he 
made his way direct to Berne, where 
he arrived August 20, and called at 
the American legation. 

Hitchcock .waa captured March 6, 
when he -waa forced to land attar an 
aerial combat with three German ma- 
hines. He was wounded In the thigh 
anil hia maohlne bocame disabled at an 
Ititude of three thouiaild metres, but 
he managed to land SKtely Inaide the 
German line. He was Immediatsly 
seised by several Germans and taken 
to a dressing station. From there he 
was tran.sferred to Saarbrucken. 

It took two months for the wound 
in his leg to heal. He aald he waa not 
maltreated by the Germane, but that 
there was plenty of suffering among 
the prisoner.H, who were barely oxisl- 
Ing. He said he had been saved by 
the arrival ot paclcagaa con'jUning 
food fi^m France. 

After landing Inside the German 
lines," said Hitchcock, "I fainted twice. 
The second time I did not come to my 
senses untU I had raaoliad tha draaaing 
station, the hoapital I received 
fair treatment only. There waa one 
doctor for the lb patlenta and the toad 
was not very good. -f 

"I escaped whlta being transported 
with two other Americana from 
Dachfeld to Raatadt There waa one 
German guard for the three ot ua. 

-While the train stopped at a sta- 
tion near Ulm the guard fell Into dose. 
I snatched the railrray map which was 
near him, and also my money. We 
were not allowed to handle our money. 

"Presently the guard awoke and 
nii'^.'^eil the map and money, ricking 
up my package of food which had been 
saved from my rations, but leaving 
the map behind, I ruahed out ot the 
door opoaite, and ran aa faat aa pos- 
sible away from the railroad track. 
The guard yelled after me but I knew 
that he could not follow beeauaa of 
the two other prisoners he h|kd in 
charge. 

then slowed (lo.tTi anil began to 
walk toward the fn-iier. During the 
daytime I always hid In the woods, 
and at night I evaded towns and "vil- 
lages, walking around them. I waa al- 
ways on a close watch for the Germans 
for I was In the uniform of a French 
aviator. Most of the territory I tra- 
versed was farming land, with the peo- 
ple worldng during the day. .'When 
they left tha fields In the evening I 
would begin my tramp. 

"I made excellent iirogress. except 
now and then, when 1 encountered 
marahea, feneea and hedges. I slept 
during the daytime, after having made 
sure of the safety of my sleeping place. 

"Arriving at what 1 thouuht was 
Swlsa border, I watched for traps, such 
as electrically charged wires and auto- 
matic signals. • Apparently 1 evaded 
all such things. 

"One morning I felt Burc th it I was 
in Switzerland but before Inquiring 1 
added tew extra mllea to my tramp 
and found myself In a little village. 
Then I asked a girl, who spoke French 
where I was. She saM I waa In Swit?.- j 
erlani*. and then I knew I was safe.

Mr. W. K. Queen, of this city, has 
received the following letter from the 
Syrian, Z. K. Tahnoose. who was In 
Ixinlea attending school when called 
to the army. ".lack " had many friends 
In Louiaa and the Big Sandy Valley 
who will be interested in hia experi- 
ences at the tromt: 

Somewhere In Prance. 

Dear Folks: 

I will write you a few lines to let 
you know how I am getting along. Am 
still alive and getting along all right 
I am looking for a letter from you 
folks every day. I told you in my oth 
or letter when we came out of the 
trenches I would write you all, SO laat 
week we went in the trenchea and 
Btayed five days and came out all 
right Some few accldenU Ijappenod 
and In the company next to oura two 
or three got killed. None of the Law- 
rence county boys has got a scratch 
yet. One boy trom Boyd county got 
killed I heard thia morning. 

The last night we were in the trench- 
ea a Oerni.ui iLitrol waa out One shot 
at me, the bulleU.hit in two feet of 
roe, but I waa lucky, I didn't* get hit. 
We are resting now for a few days. 1 
gues.s we will try It again In a few 
d.iys and see what we can do. 

Well, folks, as soon as you get this 
letter, take your time and write me a 
big letter and tell me all the news. I 
am very anxious to hear from you. You 
can show Mr. Conley this letter and 
perhaps he may want to publish It In 
his paper. . 

Tell me who you have for a preacher 
this year and what kind of one he Is. 
Give my beat regards to all. 
'When you anawar this letter take 
three hours to answer ao you can tell 
me all the newa.

heart filled with grief. But a second 
thought flllad my haart with great Joy. 
I thought ot tha great miaaion we war* 

fulfilling, aalling across the sea to 
care for our American soldiers who 
were fighting tor freedom, fighting for 
you and for mc. Wa aalled a taw daya 
whan are could only aea water and aky 
meet In the diatance. We were not 
allowed on deck without our Ufa belta. 

The laat two nighta we were not per- 
mitted to vndraaa. On board ship 
aome were dancing, aome wera playing 
cards. I did not dance, neither play- 
ed cards, for I am still as you knew 
roe at home, never Indulging In worldly 
aporta, for lit* ia too ahort aa<: our 
mUnlon too great to be filled with such 
pleasures. There was one thing I en- 
Joyed on board ship, the Ivister Ser- 
mon. I was glad when we came In 
sight of land, without any accident 
whatever, for I knew the aaamy had 
lost a great prlie. 

We Had a beautiful, though tire- 
some journey, fiver land on board train 
to our loration. I have seen beauti- 
ful cities tilled with well dressed peo- 
ple; and I. have also seen small vll- 
lagea Inhabited with poor peasants, 
wearing wooden shoes, walking tne 
nunldy stni-Ts. M,-tTnin:i. II wouii? 
have amaxcd you to see us wading the 
deep mud, wearing rubber boots, min 
coata and rain hata. When we arrived 
the weather was very rainy. 

We nurses are ^.-fttiriK- useil 
soldier's life. When we reached out 
location it waa amuaing to aee us 
standing one hundred In line extend 
Ing far out In the street, with soldier 
mess-kits in hand, which consisted of 
tin plate, cup, knife, fork and spoon, 
to receive our food which waa dished 
out on our platea as we walked up 
in line. Then we marched to our ta- 
bles, which were made out ot undress- 
ed lumber, without any table cover, 
with one rough bench on each aide. 
One table would aecMwnodata atwut 
Knuraaa. Wa alopt in barracka which 
contained about H nuraawaach. The 
barracks contained one large room. 
Though after spending a few weeks In 
the above state, we now have a nice 
dining room 'With tablaa having rovers 
and chairs. We have French n ilda 
to serve us. We also have new lar 
racks made, separate In rooms, ron 
talning two nurses each. The streets 
have been fixed and we have less mud. 
We only have about five hours ot dark- 
ness. It is dark about 10 p. m. and 
daylight about 8 a. m. Though the 
day be warm and sunny, the night Is 
very cool. We sleep under three heavy 
woolen blankata Civilian clothing Is 
forbidden on all occasions, which is ex- 
actly right. We have also been given 
several lessons In drilling, learning to 
march as the soldiers. Through all 
tills we are smiling bravely, tor we 
know it will not be forever. 

Our hoapital ia opened and W* ar« 
on duty every day. We have patients 
wounded by shell some gassed, and 
some sick from exposure. They are 
soldiers from the United Statea, awne 
from nearly every atate in the UQ|on. 
They have been In the trenchea and 
It la wonderful to hear them tail t^eir 
atorlee of war. When I think ot our 
situation and gaxe upon the wounded 
the words ot some author expresses 
my feeling exartly. "When I think nf 
the blesHlng.s which America h:i>* ron* 
ferred upon us who are luttlve l>urn. 
and upon the stranger within our 
gates: when I think of what ahe has 
done in defending human llberiy and 
human rights: when I summon into 
view the triumphs ot Justice over des- 
l.ipilsm anil freedom over tyranny; and 
when I see how God has guided us and 
laid His hand upon us and has blessed

A Story Full of Suggestions

The followinK nrticl<> apiifjiri'd in the 
CbriatUui AdvocntCi ot Nashville. Ten 
BWMe, dated October 6. 1117. It waa 
ooBtributfld by Rev. H. O. Chamber* 
while he waH luiHtor of the churrh nt 
Fairfield. Alabiimu. Some time ago we 
requested permlaalon from him to pub- 
lish the article. We believe It will be 
enjoyed by maiiy people who wiU rec 
OKniie It flta more communities than 
tbe one: 

"Thla I* quite remarkable," I mused, 
"quite remarkable. It waa Sunday 
mominR. I had }uat entered rhy pul- 
pit and it yet lacked five minutes of 
eleven. At this time a consi !enilile 
coni^gatlon had aaaembled. It grew 
until by eleven o'clock the house was 
filled. I loked over the congregation. 
I aaw the faces of merobera who had 
not been to church before dtirtng my 
two years' ministry. 

'*ThliiK^< iti'e iniprin'ing." 1 reraarkeil 
inwardly. ' Just look at all these folks 
bere and aee. too, how Interested they 
are in each other." Kor they were, 
with one accord, conver-sing with their 
neighbors. I noticed aUso how ever ami 
anon some one looked at me. 

"They are thinking how thla wnus- 
ually large conKregntlon pleaaes me." 
thought I "Ail' after all. my work 
ha.s prodijri .1 ....line fruit." 

The organist played the voluntary. 
I began to announce a hymn, when I 
was Interrupted. The leading steward 
aroae and siild: "Brother Pastor, you 
will please pardon me; but bi fun- k"- 
ing further into this service, there Is a 
' matter which we desire to diacuaa. It 
win require only a few minutes. I 
have been aaked to preside." 

I thought thla rather unusual, but I 
decided that Annual Conference la on- 
ly two weeks akay. It is quite prob- 
able that my men want to try to raise 
aome of that iMUSk aalary." 

Brother Steward took the chair. 
'.•Win aome one state the o|>ject of this 
meeting'/" he aaid. 

Brother Secretary Steward aroae and 
said: "Only two weeks separate us 
from Conference." 

"Quito right." I remarked to myself; 
"and the claims are still short. This Is 
a good crowd and some are here who 
haven't paid one cent alnce I have been 
pastor. I'll Just take a collection this 
morning." 

But Brother Serieta.ry Steward is 
apeaktng: "Only two weeks separate 
US from Annual Conference.

"We have a specifir charge against

It la true, he never gpea to 
("hurch and Is careless about the Sab- 
bath. l:iit he came along in that big 
autoiniiliili' of ills and inviti-.l me t" 
ri.le with him. We went on and on. 
lie aaked me If I wanted to be back in 
time for Church. I told him at first 
that 1 did. You know I don't get to 
ride In automobiles much, and I feel 
the need of fresh air. So I Just said to 
him: •I.^t's Just go on.

All thla 1 explained to the bretliren 
but no one seemed to feel that I had 
offered any weighty argumenU in roy 
e. 

You failed ui again on the third 
Sunday In September." someone said. 
"I'll admit it." I said. 
"Then why?" he snapped. 
In hia voice was eomethinc cold, 
cutting, knlfeljke — rimethlng which 
seemed to say: "I'lepare for the worst 
for yonr rondltlim : iiid' i <i sninus." 

"On that morning I was reading a 
very fine book before Sunday achool. 
So when the achool session waa over 
1 thought 1 would run over and read 
a few lines before riiurrii. I l>e<;itne 
deeply Interested and read on. 1 
thought I would get to church by the 
time to preach.

United States by courier twice a week 
and only the njunea of the dead and 
missing will be cabled by Oen. Persh- 
ing when the system Is fully ln effect. 

Ill making the announcement today, 
(Sen. March, chief ot staff, aaid OeA. 
Pershing had not bsrewfore sent In 
the names ot men slightly wounded 
becauae generally the men had return- 
ed to duty before the namet, reach- 
ed the United Slates. Ill a reply lo 
an Imiulry from the Department, Gen. 
I'ershing had reported Oen. March 
said, that there wei-e 20.000 such i-as- 
unltles up to August 20. 

Under the new plan the names of 
all the wounded will be aent to the 
United States by courier together with 
their hospital recorda, ao that a state- 
ment of the diagnosis can be furnished 
to reUitives of the men. 

■'There Il ls lii en some discussion in 
the United States about our casualty 
lists," said Ucn. March, 'and the War 
Department has been trying to get In 
lou<di with t^e exact conrtljlon of 
rasuualties In France because we have 
heard from a number of rslatlves at 
home receiving the Information direct 
from their people In Franco of men 
being wounded when the War De- 
partment had not notified the rela- 
tives at homo. At an early stage in 
the reporting of casualty llste, Oeneral 
I'ershing asked for authority not to 
report slight casualties, because the 
men would be back on the firing line 
before the report, after investigation, 
could reach the Uttltsd Btatos. It was 
thought then that it would slmpllty 
mattti's and prevent needless worry to 
relatives if that system were adopted. 

"Of course. It is very well understood 
that the opinion of a man who has 
been wounded may differ materially 
from the opinion of the doctors as to 
its severlty.and undoubtedly a great 
many men have written home telling 
about H ounds lli.>t ;lie dm tors h.lil 
plronounced slight, and wliJtVi lien. 
Pershing had not listed as being Hevere 
when the lettera might Indicate to the 
people at home lliat th -v were severe.

If neceaaary to buy aaad one of theae 
vailetluu ahould ba oboaan, and If poa- 
alble tba aaad abould bo bought In the 
Immediate locality. Homo grown 'aaed 
U luat aa good aa northern aeed If 
reaaonably dean and pure. No tannei 
can afford tn buy enougn high priced 
aeeil fiurii u tiutaiice tt> iiliint hIa entire 
crop, and pay freight chargea In ad- 
dition, juat to hava abaoltttaly pure 
aeed. A moderate admixture of oth- 
er varletlea will not decreaae the yield 
Tha Imporunt thing la to have aeed 
free from rye, cheat, and capaolally 
cockle and onlona. 

Seed wheat abould ba cleaned In or- 
der to ramova tight altrunkan gralna 
dirt and other Impurltlaa. There la ns 
advantage In acreening out email grain 
If they are plump. 

9mut Treetment. 

Stinking amut haa uuaed wldeapread 
loaa In Kentucky thla year. It la prac- 
tically Impoaalhle to buy aeed that la 
entirely free from It. Coneequently 
not a buahtl of what ahould be plant- 
ed thla fall without flrat treating It 
for amut. The formaldehyde treat- 
ment la aaally given, la vary effactlve, 
and It baa largely aupplanted the blue 
atone treatmanL It ta applied aa foi- 
lowa: Spread tba wheat out on a flour 
or clean oanvaa and aprinkla until 
thoroushly wat with a aolutlon made 
by adding ona pound of formaldehyde 
to a barrel (SO galtoaa) of water. Then 
ahovel Into a heap aiid ecver with oan- 
vaa or aacka for a few houra. Spread 
and dry autflclentty to aow.

Wheat growa beat In a firm aeed be<1 
lliiili'r no cIri'uniHtancca ahmilil the 
larul I'U jilowcil when wheat follows 
corn, tobacco, (^ow peaa. aoy beana oi 
any cultivated crop. Tba beat prapar- 
atlon la a light diecing to cover trash 
anil loown up enourh eoll to cover the 
ai'Vil.
